Substitutes Used Instead of Wheat 
Flour Must be Watched Con­ 
stantly in Hot Weather 


HEAT CEREALS IN HOT STOVE 


Apply Heat Until the Testing- Wax 
Melts to a Grease Spot, Store 
in Stone Crocks 


The cereals which are being used 
as substitutes for wheat flour are very 
attractive to certain Insects, especial­ 
ly during the warm weather. Proper 
care In handling and storing wheat 
flour substitutes will prevent all lass 
from insects, such as "Meal bugs," 
Meal W orms" and "F lou r Moths.” 
When purchasing w heat flour sub­ 
stitutes. buy In small quantities of 
different cereals which can be used 
w ithout 
long 
storage. 
Insist 
on 
fresh clean cereals, and do not ac­ 
cept packages which have been brok­ 
en open or have small holes in them. 
Before storing wheat flour substi­ 
tutes. heat the cereals in the oven ac­ 
cording to the following directions. 
1. 
Put the cereals in pan so it 
will not be more than 2 inches deep. 
2. 
Put the pan of cereal on the 
upper grate of the oven. 
3. 
Place the testing wax on a 
piece of paper on top of a pan of cer­ 
eal and put this pan in the part of the 
oven that you have found to be the 
hottest. 
4. 
Heat the cereal until the test­ 
ing wax melts to a grease spot. 
6. 
Remove the wax and mix the 
cereal well. 
6. 
Leave the cereal in the oven 4 5 
minutes, and keep tile Are low with 
the oven door open, when using a 
coal or wood stove. 
W hen using gas, 
gasoline or kerosene oven, turn fire 
out and leave the oven door closed 
during the 45 minutes. 
7. 
In storing it, it Is suggested 
that jars, stone crocks, or tin cans 
be us^d. 
These can be scalded out, 
dried thoroughly and covered tightly. 
If the cereals get "buggy" heat 
according to directions, and sift for 
use in cooking, if the damage is not 
too great. 
In case of great damage 
It may be used for feed for animals.
